The committee is quizzing independ­ 
ent operators in the Scranton district. 
The federal 
trade 
commission at 
W ashington has an eye on the investi­ 
gation and W alter Y. Durand, special 
agent, arrivtd with an assistant and 
took notes on tile testimony. 
“Our company makes a profit, but it 
is difficult to state what it amounts 
to,” Captain May said. 
He promised 
to furnish the requested statistics in 
writing. 
"Our business is so different 
from well known line* that o ur ac­ 
counts are much involved. 
We are 
eating up capital ail the time. 
“Coal operators must charge a con­ 
siderable amount for the output in or­ 
der to cover the cost of depreciation 
cf the mine*. 
After the supply of coal 
1* exhausted in the mines, we seldom 
net from ten to fifteen per cent on the 
Improvements we have Installed. The 
item of depreciation, in my opinion, 
is one of the molt important teeters 
In determining the price of coal.”
